Detectives Get Their Cue.

Department today a Retiring Board will 
meet at Chicago Aug. 10, 1896, for the pur- 
pose of examining ten officers of the army 
with a view to ascertaining whether 
they are capable of performing service. 
Those who have been detailed ks members of 
this board are: Maj.-Gen. Wesley Merritt, 
Brig.-Gen. J. R. Brooke, Col, J. T. Wade, 
Fifth Cavalry: Lieut.-Col. W. H. Forwood, 
Deputy Surgeon-General; and Maj. C. De 
Witt, Surgeon. $

ordered e before the board for reti ent 
stands Col. Crofton, Fifteenth Inf try. 
An intimation has been given friends of Col. 
Crofton here that he will resist to the utmost 
any attempt to place him on the retired list 
at this time.

CARRY WATER IN A WAGON TO A FIRE. 


Engine and Truck Get Stuek in the 
Mud and the Department Has 
a Lively Time. 


Woodlawn police and firemen carried water 
nearly a mile in the patrol wagon yesterday 
afternoon to extinguish a fire at Sixty- 
eighth street and Euclid avenue, after a 
chemical engine and truck had got stuck in 
the mud in an impassable street and the fire- 
men had tried in vain to find a drop of water 
in the neighborhood of the fire. 

The alarm was turned in at 4:30 o’clock. 
Truck Company No. 6, Madison avenue and 
Sixty-third street, responded, but became 
mired half way to the hubs of the wheels 
when it had reached a point two blocks from 
the fire. The chemical engine met a similar | 
fate. 

Then a call was sent in for the Woodlawn 
patrol wagon. In order to reach the fire 
the patrol wagon had to go to Seventy-sec- 
ond street and Stony Island avenue, and at 
Seventy-second street and Euclid avenue 
the wagon became stuck in the mud, too. 

The. firemen then hastened to the scene of 
the fire, which was confined to a strip of 
blazing sidewalk, and found there was no 
water nearer than Sixty-eighth street and 
Stony Island avenue. They borrowed pails 
and jamped into another patrol Wagon, 
which was set to work carrying water over 
the stretch of nearly a mile. 

Before the fire was extinguished seventy- 
five feet of sidewalk was burned up and a 
long row of frame cottages had been ex- 
posed to the flames. Most of the houses in 
the vicinity are owned by working pecple, 
and they are thoroughly alarmed at the 
danger to which their homes are exposed.

New York, July 13,—(Special.J—A Wash- 
ington special to the World says that 
Subtreasurer Jordan of New York has pri- 
vately informed the Treasury Department | 
that much of the gold that has been with- 
drawn from the Treasury reserve through 
his office has been taken by individuals for 
hoarding, and he has intimated to the de- 
partment that such withdrawals are likely 
to continue during the summer and fall. 
This feature of the gold situation gives the 
Treasury Department much uneasiness. - 
$98, 420, - 
635 as a result of the withdrawal today of 
$657,300. Of this amount $875,000 was with- 
drawn for export, while the other $282,300 
was taken out for hoarding. If there had 
been no withdrawals since the date of the

HAN N A APPOIN TS HIS MEN 


MEMBERS OF THE EXECUTIVE COM- 
MITTEE ARE NAMED FINALLY. 
Membership Is the Same as Was Out- 

lined in The Tribune on Sunday— 


First Meeting Will Be Held on. 


Wednesday—Plaan to Put Bliss In as 
Treasurer—The Line of Battie Dur- 
ing the Campaign Will Be in the 
Mississippi Valley. 


Clevéland, O., July 13.—[Special.J—Mark 
Hanna announced officially the names of 
the men who will form the Executive com- 
mittee this afternoon. It does not differ 
from the. list published exclusively in TA 
TRIBUNE of last Sunday, and but two changes 
have been made since the original forecast 
published in these columns ten days ago.

Hann has decided that the resolutions 
adoptéd by the National committee at its 
meeting in St. Louls, creating an Executive 
committee of nine of which he should be 
Chairman, gives him the right to name a 
ninth member exclusive of himself and of the 
secretary and treasurer. This is borne out 
by the wording of the National committee's 
resolution, which reads: 

** Resolyed, That the Chairman of the com- 
mittee ts authortzed and empowered hereby, 
after consultation with the candidates for 
President and Vice-President, to appoint an 
Exeeutive committee of nine, who may or 
may not be members of the committee, and 
the Chairman of this committee shall be ex- 
officto Chairman of the Executive commit- 
tee.“ 

Members Arrive Today. 

Hanna said today that he should leave the 
ninth member and the treasurer to be sug- 
gested by the members already appointed. 

A dispatch was received from Joseph H. 
Manley this morning setting forth his ina- 
bility’ to reach Cleveland before tomorrow 
evening. ‘It is expected, however, that, with 
the exception of Manley, all the members 
will be here tomorrow morning. Hanna said 
in regard to the ninth member and the 
treasurer that he had not given them a 
theught and that geographical considcra- 
tions undoubtedly would govern their ap- 
pointment. The names of the Advisory com- 
mittee will not be announced for a fortnight 
in all probability, owing to the difficulties 
inherent in the selecting of so large a body. 

A rather curious condition of affairs is 
created by this construction of the National 
committee's resolution, though one not with- 
out’ precedent. The Executive committee 
appointed by Hanna, after consultation with 
McKinley and Hobart, is of nine. Though 
the Chairman of this body ex-officio, Hanna 
therefore is not a member and is not en- 
titled to vote except in case of a tie, follow- 
ing the parliamentary precedent of the Sen- 
ate and its presiding officer. This ts true 
also of the National committee, of which 
Hanna is the Chairman and not a member. 

It is suspected here that the ninth mem- 
bership is left open for the purpose of keep- 
ing the New York McKinley men from suf- 
fering. the chagrin they have not been slow 
to say they would suffer if one of their num- 
ber were not placed on the Executive com- 
mittee. It Has been Harma’s intention to 
salve their wounds in this regard by giving 
them a representative on the Advisory com- 
mittee.

PAVOR THE TWO METALS. 


LEAGUE OF GREAT BRITAIN MEETS 
AND REPORTS PROGRESS. 


Seasions Are Well Attended by Men of 
Note — Development in the United 
States Is Declared to Be Hopetul— 
Republican and Democratic Com- 
ventions Come In for a Notice— 
Some of the Principal Speakers at 
the Gathering. 


London, July 13.—-The Bimetallic League 
of Great Britain held its annual meeting to- 
day in the Canon Street Hotel. The annual 
report declares that the cause of interna- 
tional bimetallism has made substantial 
progress during the year both in Great Brit- 
ain and abroad. 

It mentions the resolutions adopted by the 
Chamber of Deputies in France, the Cham-* 
ber of Representatives in Belgium, and the 
Prussian Diet, declaring for bimetallism, 
and continues: 

„In the United States all parties and 
classes would welcome international bi- 
metallism. A large section of the people 
there, however, are so strongly convinced 
of the urgent necessity for the remonetizing 
of silver that they are indisposed to wait 
for international agreement. No party of 
any importance in the United States favors 
gold monometallism.’’ 

The report concludes as follows: 

„ The responsibility for the present and 
growing dangers to the industrial life of 
the nation rests upon those who oppose 
that monetary system under which our 
prosperity advanced by leaps and bounds.” 


Progress in the United States. 

A letter was read from Lord Aldenham 
(Henry Hucks Gibbs), President of the 
league, in which he congratulates the mem- 
bers upon the great progress which has been 
made in the United States. 

It is indeed a striking fact.“ Lord Alden- 
ham wrote, that this question, which some 
here affect to treat with contempt, should 
be apparently the main political question 
before a nation of 70,000,000 people.“ 

Lord Aldemham also alluded to what he 
termed the rance of the London press 
upon the sub, ect. 

They joined,” he said, the chorus for 
‘honest money,’ believing that these words 
are applied in America to gold monometal- 
lism, and not, as they really are, to interna- 
tional bimetallism. Whatever may be the 
result of the Presidential election,” Lord 
Aldenham added, we may be sure that our 
cause generally is prospering.”’ 

The meeting was largely attended. Robert. 
Barclay of Manchester presided. A letter of 
regret was read from A. J. Balfour, First 
Lord of the Treasury, who said that only ill- 
ness prevented him from being present, 


Addressed by Gen. Walker, 

Gen. Francis A. Walker of Boston, Mass., 
made a speech which was greeted with 
great enthusiasm. Gen. Walker gave à re- 
view of the silver question from the Amer- 
ican standpoint. He said the all-engrossing 
topic at the Republican National convention 
at St. Louis was the currency. 

Gov. McKinley, he said, was never a gold 
monometallist, and could not be if he tried. 
Gen. Walker read the Chicago-St. Louis 
resolution on the currency issue and the 
Boston resolution regarding the gold stan- 
dard, both of which were heartily cheered. 
Gen. Walker continued: 

It is deeply to be regretted that millions 
of our best citizens as represented at the 
Chicago convention last week declared for 
the free coinage of silver at the ratio of 
16 to 1, without waiting for the action of 
other countries. This was done passion- 
ately, but the effect will be to maintain the 
gold standard unimpaired.”

SUPPLIES FOR CUBAN PATRIOTS. 


Dr. Castillo Lands Three Filibustering 
Expeditions Successfully. 

New York, July 13.—[{Special.]—Dr. Joa- 
quin de Castillo, Subdelegate of the Cuban 
Legation in this country, and the second in 
charge of the Cuban Junta, arrived in New 
York after having successfully landed three 
filibustering expeditions on the Island of 
Cuba. 

Dr. Castillo went to the office of the Junta, 
No. 56 New street, where he was received 
by Gen. Thomas Estrada Palma, the head 
of the Cuban revolutionary party in this 
country. 
each other in true Spanish style, and the 
doctor was kept busy all the rest of the 
afternoon telling how he succeeded in evad- 
ing the vigilance of the Spanish warships 
which are supposed to be on the lookout for 
een expeditions along the coast of

es, it is true that I have landed three 
expeditions lately in Cuba,“ he said. Our 
armies are now well supplied. with arms 
and ammunition and we have supplies 
enough to serve them for the next eight 
months. The first.expedition was landed in 
Matanzas Province, near Cardenas, and was 
received by Gen. Lacret on June 20. Two 
days later we janded another in Pinar del 
Rio Province, and this was turned over 
to Gen, Antonio Maceo. The third was 
landed on July 6 in Havana Province, about 
ten miles east of the city.“ 

Dr. Castillo said“that altogether in the 
three expeditions he had landed 1,040,000 
rounds of ammunition, 840 rifles, 600 mus- 
kets, and a large quantity of dynamite and 
electric batteries and edicines. He had 
no large field’ pieces. here are some on 
hand now, however, which will probably be 
landed in the near future. 

Dr. Castillo said that he had heard from 
Maceo, the Cuban Commander-in-Chief, and 
he was hopeful of final success. 

Antonio Maceo,“ said Dr. Castillo, will 
keep his position as long as he sees fit. When 
the proper time comes he will crose Weyler’s 
trocha. Gen. Zayas and Gen. Collazzo are 
now about to cross the trocha from the east- 
ward. Gen. Gomez learned that Antonio 
Maceo was short of ammunition. Gomez 
had plenty, and he detailed Zayas and Col- 
lazzo to take 100,000 rounds to Maceo. Their 
instructions were to cross the trocha, and 
you can rest assured that they will carry 
them out.“ 


CABINET CRISIS MAY END TODAY. 
Three Councils Held at Rome te Settle 
the Trouble. 

Rome, July 13.—Two Cabinet Councils 
have been held today, at which were present 
all of the members of the Cabinet except 
Gen. Ricotti, whose resignation as Minister 
of War precipitated the crisis, and Sig. 
Perazzi, Minister of Public Works. 

According to some of the newspapers here 
the negotiations between the Marquis di 
Rudini and Lieut.-Gen. Pelloux to secure 
the latter’s acceptance of the position of 
Minister of War, have failed, owing to the 
refusal of. Sig. Colombo, Minister of the 
Treasury, to consent to the increase in the 
army estimates demanded by Gen. Pelloux 
as the condition of his accepting office. 

The Don Chisciotte Della.Mancia says the 
Ministers are not in accord on the subject of 
the estimates, and that this is likely to pro- 
long the crisis. The Opinions believes the 
ministry will come to a final decision to- 
morrow, 

The Marquis di Rudini has summoned 
Gen. Mora Labriano in connection with his 
efforts to reform his Cabinet, and the latter 
has arrived at Rome. 

A third Cabinet Council was held tonight, 
and it was stated afterwards that the Cabi- 
net crisis would be terminated tomorrow, 

and the question of the amount of the mili- 
tary expenditure may be regarded as solved. 
The distribution of the portfollos in the re- 
formed Cabinet will be arranged tomorrow. 
It is still rumored that Lieut.-Gen. Pelloux 
may enter the Cabinet.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR SPEAKERS 
PICTURE ARMENIAN HORRORS. 


The Rev. B. Fay Mills Arraigns the 
Government of the United States 
for Its Indifference and Is Cheered 
to the Echo by a Mammoth Audi- 
ence—Visitors from Turkey Tell of 
the Actual Scenes of Agony—Last 
Day of the Convention, 


Washington, D. C., July 13.—[Special.]— 
Fourteen thousand persons, swayed by a 
fervid and impassioned speech from a pow- 
erful pulpit orator sympathizing with the 


. tortured Armenians, rose from their seats 


in Tent Washington this morning and gave 
three rousing cheers in approbation of the 
sentiments expressed by the man on the 
platform. A mass-meeting of. the Christian 
Endeavorers, presided over by the Rev. 
Wayland Hoyt of Philadelphia, was being 
held in the interest of Armenia, and enthusi- 
asm was at a high pitch throughout the ex- 
ercises, wrought by several able speakers 
who came from the blighted country. 

It remained for the Rev. B. Fay Mills of 
Fort Edward, N. Y., to magnetize the vast 
audience in the tent with a pointed and bit- 
ter denunciation of the adminsitration for 
failing to take summary action for the wel- 
fare of Americans in Armenia. His words 
were the only utterances of a sensational 
character heard at the convention, but when 


ne spoke his voice assumed a dramatic in- 


tensity that plainly bespoke his sincerity. 

„I charge the Government of the United 
States, he said, with a gross misrepre- 
‘gentation of the enlightened sentiment of 
the American people in this matter. The 
President of the United States, the Secre- 
tary of State, and the American Minister 
to Turkey have disregarded our broken 
treaties; they have permitted American 
lives to be endangered; they have allowed 
American property to be destroyed without 
reparation and American citizens to be im- 
prisoned, 

Arraigns the Adniinistration. 


“They have stirred the pgasions of the 
American people and have displayed uncon- 
trollable spirit in threatening war with En- 
gland on the fifteenth part of the pretext 
that would have sufficed for a destructive 
war with Turkey. The administration offi- 
cers have turned a deaf and scornful ear to 
the entreaties and representations of some 
of our best citizens, our missionaries, our 
church, and moral societies; they have 
broken their promised pledges and have done 
more to instigate the massacres in Armenia 
than any other source, and I denounce their 
conduct as unpatriotic, as uncivilized, as 
un-Democratic, as un-Republican, as un- 
American, as unchristian, as selfish, weak, 
wicked, barbaric, and damnably criminal in 
the eyes of God and man.“ } 

There was an underlying animus during 
the entire meeting as of an intense anxiety 
for the suffering Christians under the ban of 
the Sultan of Turkey that was continually 
and by degrees working up to a climax, but 
when the words of Dr. Mills were uttered 
with such magnetic earnestness the impulse 
of the audience could not be constrained 
and every man, woman, and child in the 
mammoth tent arose, waved their handker- 
chiefs, cheered thrice, and called for a repe- 
tition of the fearless words. 

During the exercises Mr. P. P. Bilhorn of 
Chicago led the singing and soon after the 


opening song there were several requests 


for a solo from him. Mr. Bilhorn responded 
with a tuneful melody and was joined by the 
audience in the last chorus. 


Dr. Greene Tells What He Saw. 


The Rev. Frederick D. Greene, who had 
just returned from Turkey as Secretary of 
the National Armenian Relief committee, 
addressed the meeting. Dr. Greene was born 
in Turkey, spent his boyhood there, was ed- 
ucated in America, and sailed to the land of 
the Sultan six years ago. During his re- 
marks he said: 

Added to the excessive taxation on the 
Armenians they are continually ptundered 
by Kurds and Turkish officials, blackmailed, 
— ewes we exiled, and tortured. They can- 
not get justice in any court; for no infidel 
can give evidence against them. The black- 
est page in the world’s history is that writ- 
ten in the blood of the Armenians in 1895. 
Fifty thousand were murdered, with every 


n of fiendish cruelty and out- 


rage; ,000 perished of starvation and dis- 
ease. It was not outburst of sudden, unac- 
countable forces of nature, but was pre- 
meditated and deliberate. England, the con- 
science of the world, spends her breath in 
maudlin apologies and impotent ravings, 
while America proudly lifts up her eyes to 
heaven, thanks God that shé it not as other 
men are, and congratulates herself that it 
is none of her business. The Government 
of the United States has falled to vindicate 
2 even of its own subjects in that 


Work Betongs to America. 


American property has been destroyed to 
the amount of $100,000, yet not a cent of in- 
demnity. The work of saving these unfortu- 
hates belongs peculiarly to us, for it is en- 
tirely in the hands of American missionaries 
and the Red Cross agents under Clara 
Barton.“ 

The next speaker, Miss Rebecca Kirkorian 
of Aintab, rkey, was dressed character- 
istically of her country in a somber but pe- 
tuliarly attractive costume. She had a for- 
eign tinge to her language, but her voice was 
expressive in the mellow tones of the Ar- 
menian and was very effective. 

“If we suffer only the loss of our prop- 
erty,““ she said, we would not desire to 
trouble you, for we can endure utmost pov- 
erty; if it were only the loss of our lives we 
could endure that also. Weare accustomed 
to martyrdom; but our honor and purity are 
being trampeled upon. The most honorable 
and delicate young women, after witnessing

It 
does not mean a greater supply, but it means 
water taken from a point two miles out in 
the lake—double the distance at which it was 
taken formerly. It means a permanent sup- 
ply of pure water for the,North End, for the 
water will never be impure from sewage or 
any other cause arising from the location.

Harlan on 
the contract made by Mayor Swift with the 
Union Elevated Loop company. 

Ordered filed and published the report of 
the Committée on Track Elevation. 

Passed ordinance vacating) Sunnyside ave- 
nue between Clifton avenue and Chicago, 
Evanston and Lake Superior railway tracks. 

Referred to the Committee on Finance an 
amendment to the coal ordinance providing 
for paying inspectors by salary in lieu.of 
fees. 

Referred to a special committee charges 
of bribery made by Ald. Kent. 


Ald. “Blind Billy” Kent of the Fifth 
threw the Council into ferverishness at its 
opening by charging two of his associates 
with attempts at bribery. 

He said Ald. John Powers offered him 
two bribes of $1,000 each to vote for the 
Union Loop ordinance and for renewing 
the old Chicago City railway franchise in 
Wentworth avenue. He also charged at- 
tempted bribery upon Ald. Madden because 
he had asked him to vote for the Wentworth 
avenue ordinance and had concluded his 
request with the words: “It will be all 
right with vou.“ 

For twenty-five minutes a dozen of the 
city’s lawmakers gave themselves up to 
enumerating charges of bribery and to em- 
phatic denials. 

It was one of the liveliest of the recent 
lively sessions of the Council. 

No sooner had the outbreak about bribery 
charges quieted than Ald. Harlan made an 
impassioned declamation about voting away

Mayor Swift had hardly announced a 
quorum present when Ald. Kent took his 


floor. His tones indicated he would say 
something unusual. Every one gave him at-

J rise to explain my vote, said he, on 
what are known as the Union Loop and the 
Wentworth avenue ordinances. I voted for 
the Van Buren street ordinance under the 
interpretation that it operated in favor of 
the entire people of this city. I was against 
the proposition made by the Alderman.from 
the Twenty-second Ward because I know

Ald. Kent paused. 

Tonight I stand here t6 make a public 
charge,“ he continued. I have been ap- 
proached by an Alderman who sits in this 
Council tonight from the Nineteenth Ward 
with a proffered bribe of $1,000 for my vote. 
That Alderman, Mr. Chairman and gentle- 
men, is no other than Ald. Powers. He also 
offered me a personal bribe of another $1,000 
if I would vote for the Wentworth avenue 
ordinance. He offered to pay me today 
$2,000. I refused to accept it: I wish that 
my vote could be corrected. I am sorry my 
vote was ever recorded in favor of those 
two ordinances.“ 


Ald. Powers in Defense. 

Ald. Powers, with fire in his eyes, broke in 
on Ald. Kent: 

**] desire to say that the gentleman from 
the Fifth Ward is a Har, and that I have 
never offered him any money, or received 
any to give him, and what he says is ebso- 
lutely untrue and a falsehood.“ 

At that point Ald. Kent began speuking 
again in loud tones. Ald. Powers shouted 
to him to keep quiet. He replied: Go 
ahead,“ and he would keep quiet.“ 

Ald. Powers then resumed his defense. 
He declared he had never had any authority 
to offer Kent money either as a personal 
bribe or from any individual or corporation. 
He said he knew of no such a daal or proposi- 
tion, and had never been a party to anything 
of the kind. He said he did not want to have 
any controversy with the Alderman from 
the Fifth Ward; but his charge was an entire 
falsehcod.

city with gas unless the contracts were 
renewed. ! 

Ald. Maltby then presented a resolution 
referring to the numerous “ holdups” and 
other crimes committed of late and in- 
structing the Committee on Police to in- 
vestigate the efforts of the police to sup- 
press the disorders. It was referred to the 
Police committee. ä 

Ald, Manierre of the special committee ap- 
pointed to draft resolutions referring to the 
death of ex-Mayor John C. Haines, read the 
resolutions, which were adopted. 

Ald. Shepherd secured recognition long 
enough to introduce an order notifying the 
South Chicago City railway to repair its 
tracks. 

‘Ald. O'Neill presented the report of the 
Committee on Track Elevation, which was 
ordered filed and published. 

Then Ald. Finkler called up the ordinance 
vacating a part of Sunnyside avenue. The 
Council passed the ordinance. 

Ald. Butler offered an amendment to the 
ordinance for licensing coal dealers, in which 
the inspectors were deprived of their fees 
and given a salary of $1,500 a year.

FOR WEST SIDE TROLLEY LINES. 


Committee on Streets and Alleys West 
Makes Recommendations. 

The Council Committee on Streets and 
Alleys West yesterday recommended for 
passage the ordinance giving the West Chi- 
cago Street railroad company the right to 
construct and maintain an electric street 
railroad in the following streets: 

California avenue, between Ogden avenue 
and Kinzie street and between North avenue 
and Division and between Armitage and Bel- 
mont avenues: Kedzie avenue, between Madi- 
son street and Chicago avenue, between 
Twelfth street and Ogden avenue, between 
Division street and North avenue, thence 
on that thoroughfare to Kimball avenue, and 
on that street to Armitage avenue; Armitage 
avenue, between Elston and Milwaukee ave- 
nues; Ashland avenue, between Blue Island 
avenue and Thirty-first street; Augusta 
street, between Elston avenue and Crawford 
avenue; Clybourn place, between Wood and 
Robey streets. 

The committee recommended for passage 
the ordinance extending the franchise of the 
Chicago and Jefferson Urban Transit com- 
pany two years. 


FILES SEPARATE CANS ORDINANCE. 


Health Committee Also Appoints a 
Committee on tlie Crematory. 

The Council Committee on Health met yes- 
terday morning and after much discussion 
placed the Rector ordinance compelling 
householders to provide cans for the separa- 
tion of garbage and ashes on file. Ald. Mow- 
rer presented a petition signed by 280 chi- 
zens of the Thirty-second Ward protesting 
against the location of a garbage crematory 
in. the district boundéd by Fifty-first, Fifty- 
fifth, Wallace, and Halsted streets. A sub- 
committee consisting of Weisbrod, Brenner, 
and Portman was appointed to consider the 
‘matter and make a report. 


SERVANT GIRLS HIS ALLEGED VICTIMS. 


Trial of Michael G. O'Connor, Accused 
of the Larceny of $12,000, Is 
Called in Court. 


The trial of Michael G. O’Connor, accused 
of the larceny of $12,000 from the Interna- 
tional Bullding, Loan, and Investment 
Union, began before Judge Windes yester- 
day. It is alleged that O'Connor, while act- 
ing as solicitor and collector for the union, 
misappropriated the sum named. 

The prosecution will call to the witness 
stand over 150 witnesses, a large number of 
them servant girls who had invested in the 
association, and paid O’Connor money at 
different times. 

The jury which is to hear the evidence was 
secured late in the afternoon. Attorneys J. 
W. Hartnett and Allen C. Story are asso- 
ciated with Assistant State’s-Attorney D. J. 
McElLerne in the prosecution. Attorneys 
Kickham Scanlan and Ernest McGafféy are 
counsel for the defendant. 

Attorney Hartnett presented the case to 
the jury on behalf of the prosecution. His 
statement was brief. He said the prosecu- 
ticn would show that Michael G. O’Connor, 
while in the employ of the union, collected 
certain sums of money, as he was em- 
powered to do, but had failed to turn the 
money thus collected over to the treasurer 
of the union. 


| ROUNDING UP THE THUGS 


POLICE OFFICIALS OUTLINE A ViIG- 
OROUS CAMPAIGN. | 


“Red” Sullivan Undergoes the Pump- 
ing Processe—Believed to Be Iden- 
tined with Walsh—< Clem ” Is Iden- 

tifled’as George D. Clendening, Son 
of a Montreal Banker—Leading 
Characters in Recent Holdups Be- 
Meved to Be in Custody. 


Chief of Police Badenoch and his assist- 
ants carried on a vigorous war yesterday 
against the thugs and robbers who infcst 
the city. Mysterious conferences were held 
for the purpose of outlining a campaign, 
and department employés were kept on the 
jump attending to the orders from time to 
time issued. 

Chief Badenoch, Assistant Chief Ross, and 
Inspector Fitzpatrick held long consulta- 
tions in fhe morning and afternoon. Many 
officers were called in, and a score of out- 
side workers and associates of thieves were 
questioned. At the end the department 
‘heads refused to give any information, All 
uppeared worn out and concerned, but con- 
fident in the success of the plans adopted. 

There is no doubt the police believe they 
have captured the leading characters in the 
recent holdups. For the long man they 
have under arrest McGowan and Red” 
Collins. To act the part of the short one 
there are Red” or William Sullivan, and 
Clem or George Douglas Clendening. 

Red Sullivan, alias Walsh, had to un- 
dergo the pumping process in the sweat box 
in the forenoon and afternoon. Whether he 
gave any information was not revealed by 
the men who cross-examined him. That he 
is an important prisoner was shown by the 
care with which he was guarded. 

His appearance would fit the description 
given by the clerks of the New York Bis- 
cuit company of the man who guarded their 
center door when the Saturday robbery took 
place. No member of that concern got a 
look at him, however, although several were 
called to Central Station in the forenoon 
only to be informed they would be asked to 
call again when wanted. 


Sullivan Said to Be Walsh. 


A brother of Sullivan was called in to iden- 
tify him in the morning. The brother said 
Reddy had lived at No. 274 Grand ave- 
nue. This is the address given by Walsh, 
who hired the horse and buggy of Liveryman 
— and who is said to have shot Sergt. 

uer. 

Sullivan is claimed to be the man Walsh. 
Sullivan wore a United States Marshal's star 
and carried a revolver. He made a hard 
fight when arrested on Sunday and had to 
be knocked down several times before he 
could be taken to the Centra! Station from 
Madison street and Michigan avenue. 

McGowan is still at the Chicago Avenue 
Station with a bullethole in his foot, sup- 
posed to have been inflicted during the shoot- 
ing of Sergt. Sauer. 

Red Collins was in the sweatbox for 
some time, but would reveal nothing. 

Whether any of the men under arrest were 
parties to the New York Biscuit company 
robbery is not known. When a policeman 
called with several photographs of well- 
known thieves at the Morgan street office 


being those of two of the Saturday robbers. 
The policeman would not give the names of 
the men, but said both were out on parole 
from Joliet. 

There seems to be an idea that the crooks 
not under arrest have left town, for awhile 
at least. One of the men gupposes to be able 
to tell some things wan Sleepy Burke. 
He was ealled into Inspector Fitzpatrick’s 
office for a conference in the afternoon. He 
was kept there for some time, but no one 
would say what the result was. ; 


„Clem Is Identified. 


Clem,“ the robber’ who confessed on Sun- 
day to being one of the leaders of the robber 
gangs, was identified as George Douglas 
Clendening, a son of William Clendening, a 
Montreal banker who falled a short tinie ago. 
The police claim to know nothing of Clem 
and his confession and are keeping him away 
from the eyes of the public. 

William Gallagher, No. 1524 Diversey bou- 
levard, was arrested on Sunday by two offi- 
cers in citizens’ clothes at Polk and Clark 
streets. Gallagher is a young man of 21 
years and unfortunately had some pimples 
on his face. He was taking some gas tips 
to the Rialto Building for his employers, the 
Chicago Gas Improvement company, 78. 257 
Wabash avenue, when he was declared un- 
der arrest. As the men were not in uniform 
he resisted until they showed him their stars. 
The officers began searching the boy on the 
street, but he resisted and told them to take 
him to the station. 

There he was found to have some gas tips, 
a key, and a pair of pincers in his pockets, 
He was placed in a cell, charged with resist- 
ing an officer. He spent $1 for messenger 
service to get bail, another dollar for a bail 
bond, and a third dollar for court costs yes- 
terday morning when he was set free.

“WHERE DO I COME IN?’ 

At no Presidential! election held since 1873 
will men be governed less by sentiment o 
partisan prejudice and so much by personal 
considerations as at the one to be held next 
November. : 

After the late convention furor is over 
and the dog days are gone and men coolly 
begin to think.over how they shall vote in 
November most of them will say to them- 
selves: “ How will my own personal inter- 
* ests be affected by the outcome of this po- 
„ litical contest? Am I or am I not to be 
“out of pocket by the election of the nom- 
“inee of the Chicago convention?“ 

Every man who has intelligence will un- 
derstand that it is proposed to change the 
money standard of the last eighteen years 
for another and an inferior standard. Since 
1878 all money in circulation has been gold 
or has had gold value. With the silver 
standard every dollar would have the pur- 
chasing power of 371% grains of silver, or 
50 cents—and no more. 

If a voter has a thousand dollars in a sav- 
ings bank he will reflect that when the money 
standard has been changed his thousand 
dollars, when drawn out of bank, will buy 
him only half as much land, clothing, 
or provisions as they will now. 
like that. 

It may be that he owes $200. It will oc- 
cur to him that the change of standard will 
enable him to cheat his creditors out of 


5100. But that will not offset his loss of 


$500 on the savings bank transaction. He 
will not want a new standard. 
The manufacturer who carries on busi- 


ness largely on money borrowed from a 


bank will see how he can cheat that institu- 
tion, but he will reflect that a change of 
standards will be likely to break some banks 
and cripple all, and make it difficult for him 
to get the accommodation he needs to carry 
on business. : 

It will occur to him also that for all the 
goods he has sold on time he will get only 
half what is due him. And he will be aware 
that there will be a demand by his men for 
higher wages. That will end in a strike or 
a lockout. | 

The salaried men and the wage-workers 
- will see plainly that if the change of stand- 

ard is followed by the doubling of their pay 
they will get no more real money than now 
and will gain nothing. Remembering, as 
most of them will, that when the currency 
is watered wages do not advance as rapidly 
‘as prices, they will see they would be losers 
by a drop to the silver standard. 

Every man will read the two platforms be- 
tween now and November. He will ask 
himself: Which of these is the healthier 
for my pocketbook?’ and will vote as his in- 
terests dictate. His sympathies and emo- 
tions will not sway him.

He is a good 
representative of its single principle—the 
single silver standard. 


be held the national convention of the Pop- 
ulists. This is a more important organiza- 
tion. Its candidate for President in 1892 
got, with Democratic assistance in some of 
the States west of the Missouri, a million 
votes, and it cast a larger number in 1894. 

The question which the Populist conven- 
tion will have to confront is whether it will 
go it alone or indorse the nomination of 
Bryan and thus add to his strength over a 
million votes. It seems as if the latter 
course will be pursued. The Democrats 
have made so many concessions to the Pop- 
ulists that the latter may be expected to re- 
eiprocute. 5 

It is generally understood that if the Chi- 
cago convention had indorsed Senator Teller 

“the Populists would have followed suit. 
But if they can accept Teller, who agrees 
with them on one point only, they ought to 
be able to swallow Bryan, who has been 
coquetting with Populism for the last 
two years and is in sympathy with many of 
its doctrines. 

The Populists want the government to 
loan money to the people at 2 per cent a 
year on their lands and on their crops stored 
in government warehouses. Mr. Bryan and 
the organization which nominated him have 
not reached that point yet, but will do so in 
time. 

The Popnlists want the government to 
own and operate the railroads and telegraph 
and telephone systems of the country. The 
Chicago convention did not go that far. It 
demanded an enlargement of the powers of 
the Inter-State Commission, but did not say 
to what extent. 

The Chicago platform does, however, de- 
mand the free and unlimited coinage of sil- 
ver at the ratio of 16 to 1. It agrees with 
them in demanding the abolition of the na- 
tional bank system and the enactment of an 
income tax law. The Populists will approve 

of the proposition of the Chicago conven- 

‘tion that the Supreme Court be swamped 
by the addition of new members so that 
such a law may be held to be constitutional. 

The Populists do not look on the tariff as 
an issue of any consequence at this time, 
Neither does the Chicago convention seek 
to make ft an issue. It proposes simply to 
make such changes in the present law as 
are necessary to make good the deficit in 
revenue,

THE GERMAN BOLT. 

The bolt of leading German Democratic 
newspapers is one of the most significant 
signs in the preliminaries of the campaign: 
It was foreshadowed in the vigorous warn-

ing issued by the German Sound Money 


League in New York several days before 
the meeting of the convention. The sign- 
ers of that pronunciamento, including the 
most influential German Democrats in New 
York, notified the leaders of the convention 
that if it should incorporate a 16 to 1 free 
coinage of silver plank in the platform three- 
fourths of the German Democratic voters 
in the United States would repudiate the 
platform and the candidate nominated to 
stand upon it. : 

The convention did not heed the warning 
and the bolting has already begun, led by the 
eight strongest German newspapers in the 
country—the New York Staat»Zeitung, 
Chicago Staats-Zeitung, Chicago Abend- 
post, St. Louis Anzeiger des Westen, Louis- 


ville Anzeiger, Milwaukee Seebote, Daven- 


port Demokrat, and Wilkesbarre (Pa.) 
Wachter, the latter the mouthpiece for a 
generation of the German Democrats of 
Northeastern Pennsylvania. The Daven- 
port Demokrat is the leading German organ 
west of the Mississippi River, and it prefers 


McKinley to Bryan. The Staats-Zeitung | 


of this city reflects almost universal Ger- 
man sentiment when it says: 

By wild impctuosity and by all means of treach- 
ery and instigation the new party is trying to win 
the people of the West for unlimited silver coin- 
age and incite the West against the East, and by 
so doing menace business and employment ‘all 
over the country, and even endanger the national 
unity, regained through torrents of most precious 
blood. With such a party and such a candidaie 
we have absolutely nothing to do. 


The German is not a joker. He never 
speaks in parables or double meanings. 
Least of all is he a hypocrite. He does not 
carry water on both shoulders. He is never 
on both sides of the fence, as Republicans 
have found out long before this. When he 
stands for an idea he states it so distinctly 
the wayfaring man, though a fool, under- 
stands what he means. When an issue is 
presented to him in which he does not be- 
lieve he rejects it and bolts. When he ob- 
jects to what his party is doing he kicks like 
a stallion, and he keeps on kicking until the 
cause of his objection is removed. He is 
a partisan only so far as it conserves his in- 
terests to be such. He is always ready to 
leave his party when he thinks it is funda- 
mentally wrong, and he wastes no useless 
tears or regrets when he goes. And of all 
things which the German deems necessary 
and absolutely essential sound money is the 
chief. The Democratic convention having 
proposed to give him rotten money, he has 
no more use for its candidate than he has 
for the money. 


EUROPEAN BIMETALLISTS DISCOURAGED 

A London dispatch in Sunday's Trisunw 
stated that— : 

The silver fanatics of America have completely 
paralyzed the bimetallist movement in England 
and Germany. . These natural allies of the 
American bimetallists are disarmed by the mono- 
metalliet silver movement of the Democratic- 
Populist party, revealed as a revolt of the debtor 
class against the creditor class, with the repudia- 
tion of honest debts as the main motive. The Chi- 
cago fanatics have discredited the bimetallist 
cause throughout the world and irretrievably dam- 
aged it. 

Well may the European bimetallists give 
up the fight when they see their proffered 
assistance rudely and contemptuously re- 
jected by one of the great political parties 
of the United States. 

‘That party says it demands the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver at the ratio of 
16 to 1 “ without waiting for the aid or con- 
sent of any other nation.” The candidate 
of that party said in his spéech to the con- 
vention: This Nation is able to legislate 
for its own people on every question, with- 
out waiting for the aid or consent of any 
other nation on earth, and upon that issue 
we expect to carry every single State in 
this Unis.” | 

Why did the convention go to the pains of 
declaring in its platform that it wanted no 
foreign aid? Simply because the dishonest 
men who framed that platform fear the ef- 
fect of an international agreement might be 
to raise the value of silver to par with gold 
at the ratio of 16 to 1, or whatever other 
ratio might be agreed on. 

Not a man who is howling for silver, with 


the exception of the silver mine owners, 


wants the price of that metal to rise. Were 
it to do so less cheating could be done with 
free coinage dollars. Silver at 90 cents or 
a dollar an ounce does not delight them as 
much as silver at 70 cents. 

These men who want cheap dollars to 
cheat labor and creditors with would view 
With pleasure a decline in the value of silver 
to 60 or 50 cents an ounce. The lower the 
price fell the more loudly would they shriek 
for free silver. a 

It is easy to see why these men, being sil- 
ver monometallists, went out of their way 
to refuse the aid of English and German bi- 
metallists. For the latter do not want 
cheap silver money. They do not want to 
cheat any one. They wish to see the value 
of silver enhanced so that it can be used 
more extensively for money purposes, 


STATISTICS OF FAILURES. 

The continued deadly pressure of hard 
times, due to a fear that the currency of the 
country will be watered, is shown by the 
failure statistics’ of Dun & Co. Those 
Statistics give the number of failures of 
manufacturers and of traders and the lia- 
bilities for the second quarter of this year— 
the months of April, May, and June—and 
for the same quarter in 1895 and 1894, as

It is not surprising that the sum total of 
liabilities for the second quarter. of 1801 
should be less than for the corresponding 
quarters of the subsequent years. The 
violence of the panic of 1893 had prostrated 
all the weaker firms. It had weeded out all 
those concerns which had been for some 
time on the verge of failure. 

But the * that the liabilities of those 
who failed during the second quarter of this 
year foot up $39,435,000, as against 539, 
786,000 for the same period of last year, in- 
dicates there has been no improvement in 
commercial conditions during a twelve 
month. 

The best that can be said is that the aver- 
age liabilities are somewhat smaller than 
they were last year. More manufacturers 
have failed than in 1895, but they were at 
the head of smaller concerns and could not 
command capital enough to enable them to 
withstand the pressure. The trading fail- 
ures were substantially the same for two 
quarters, 

There would not have been such a showing 
as this had it not been for this incessant de- 
mand for the abandonment of the gold 


agreement, it seems as if all except the ultra | standard and the unlimited coinage of silver | 


dollars to have only half the purchasing 


power of those in circulation now. 

The fear that those who were demanding 
a debasement of the currency would carry 
their point has made the return of pros- 
perity impossible. There has been an utter 
lack of that confidence without which good 
times cannot exist. 

Manufacturers have been afraid to utilize 
their plants to the full capacity lest the 
goods they turned out might be paid for in 
cheap money, while the cost of production was 
based on the present gold standard. They 
have employed as few men as they could 
and worked them as few days as they could. 

The wages disbursements being much 


smaller than formerly, the shopkeepers have | 


suffered. The weaker ones have been forced 
to the wall on account of the poverty of their 
customers. | 

No change for the better cah be hoped for 
until the free silver mania has been dealt 
a decisive blow. That will not be till No- 
vember. In the meantime manufacturers 
and traders must “ grin and bear it.”

Tomorrow there is to be a mourners’ con- 
ference at Manitou, Colo. Senators Teller, 
Dubois, Pettigrew, Cannon, and Mantle 
and Congressman Hartman of Montana are 
to have a meeting there and discuss the 
question: What shall we do to be saved!“ 

When they parted at St. Louis over three 
weeks ago it was with the expectation that 
Senator Teller, the tearful seceder of the 
group, would be nominated by the Demo- 
crats and then be indorsed by the Fopulists. 
The scheme had the support of some prom- 
inent Democrats. 

Senator Dubois and some of the other 
bolters came to Chicago and worked as 
hard as they could for Teller’s nomination. 
But what they did amounted to nothing. 
Their secession at St. Louis had not been 
followed by other secessions worth men- 
tioning, and the leaders in the convention 
had decided that Bryan was the man for 
them. 

The day he was nominated Dubois and 
the other bolters packed their trunks and 
fied in silence. Nothing has been heard 
from them since then and nothing will be 
heard until after they have held their con- 
ference with Teller and decided what is to 
be done under the existing painful circum- 
stances. 

When Tyler's Cabinet broke up Mr. 
Webster asked: “ Where shall I go, Mr. 
President?” Messrs. Teller, Dubois, etc., 
have to ask one another now: Where shall 
we go?” They cannot return to the party 
they have deserted. They will dislike to go 
over to the Democrats, who rejected their 
Overtures and their proffered candidate. 
They cannot well go over to the Populists, 
for the probabilities are they will indorse 
Bryan. They might organize a Rocky 
Mountain party, but it would be a very small 
affair. :

A NEW SYSTEM NOT WANTED. 

Senator Teller said last week: 

I have no patience with the people who say we 
cannot maintain a financial system of our own. 
We did it from 1792 to 1878 without difficulty. We 
did it when we were poor and small, when there 
were thirteen colonies, with only 8,000,000 people. 
With forty-five States and seventy-odd million 
people, with more wealth than any other two na- 
tions in the wortd, we ought to be able, we are 
able, to maintain a system of Gur own. 

The. United States can maintain a finan- 
cial system unlike the one adopted by the 
civilized nations of the earth. The Chinese 
have a financial system of their own, and so 
can this country if it chooses. The Mex- 
ieans, Peruvians, etc., maintain financial 
systems unlike that of Europe. What they 
can do Americans can. 

But what will be gained by an“ American 
financial system,“ differing from that of en- 
lightened nations? It can be maintained, 
but at great and needless cost. For some 
years subsequent to 1861 the United States 
had a financial system of its own—depre- 
ciated greenbacks. It managed to maintain 
that system, but with great difficulty. 


This country has had the gold standard— | 


which Teller wants to throw out—for over 
a hundred years.. There have been different 
financial systems during that time, the 
irredeemable greenback and State bank 
note systems among them. But the only 
system which can be maintained with ease 
and safety is a system which sticks close 
to the gold standard. 

Why the United States should have a sil- 
ver standard and a bad financial system in 
order to be different from other commercial 
nations Teller does not explain. He does 
not have the courage to say that it is be- 
cause the mine-owners believe they will get 
a little more for their silver and because the 
other free silverites know the change they 
demand will enable them to cheat their cred- 
itors. 


TURKISH ATROCITIES IN CRETE. 

The report of Dr. Dumiller, who was sent 
by Emperor William to investigate affairs 
in the Island of Crete, verifies the worst fears 
that have been entertained for the fate of 
the Christians there. He says in part: 

Civilized people can scarcely credit the outrages 
which the Turks have perpetrated on Christian 
women and children. Europeans have but a faint 
idea of the horrors which have taken place. The 
powers must absolutely intervene to prevent a 
renewal of such scenes. There is but one course 
to pursue—that is, to turn the Turks out of Eu- 
rope. The insurgents intend fighting. and they 
are receiving a plentiful supply of arms. Great 
disorder prevails. 

Europe has grown accustomed to closing 
its eyes to the ravages of the Turks, and 
having endured the Armenian massacres 
finds it easy to submit to those in Crete. It 
tried even to believe the statements sent 
out from Constantinople that Armenians 
were the chief offenders in these wassacres, 
and apparently succeeded, until absolute 
proof to the contrary made these assertions 
ridiculous. 

A similar course seems to have been fol- 
lowed in regard to Crete, but in the face of 
Dr. Dumiller’s statement Europe must ac- 
cept the responsibility of ignoring a repetition 
of the Armenian atrocities. The appeal to the 
powers to intervene and turn the Turks out 
of Europe will be wholly fruitless. The 
powers have permitted the Turko-Russian 
alliance absoluie license to murder and plun- 
der so long that it is too late to hope for 
any forceful rebuke. The new policy of the 
powers is to let Turkey alone as long as 
Russia is behind the Sultan, and the Turks 
know this and profit by it whenever there is 
a Christian to be slain.

MARKET HINTS FOR THE HOUSEWIVES. 


Prices and Supplies of Fruits and Veg- 
etables Among the South Water 
Street Commission Houses. 


Nearly all kinds of fruit are unusually 
cheap. Of course it is the season of the year 
when berries are expected to be cheap, but 
with the exception of cherries everything 
is low enough to buy for canning purposes. 
New apples are abundant, especially Michi- 
gan varieties. The fancy variety at present is 
the Duchess from Illinois, which retails at 
25 cents a peck. Fancy Maiden Blush ap- 
ples sell at 15 cents a peck. Another choice 
variety is the red June. It is a good-sized 
apple, of fine color, and delicious in taste. 
The cost is 25 cents a peck. Good cooking 
apples sell from 12 cents to 15 cents a peck. 

Most of the cherries coming in are inferior. 
They are small and not desirable either for 
cooking or eating. Currants are down to. 
5 cents and 7 cents a quart for common qual- 
ity, 8 cents and 10 cents for good ones, and 


12 cents for extra fancy cherry currants. - 


Some of the Eastern cherry currants that 
arrived a trifle soft sold to grocers as low 
as 3 cents and 4 cents a quart. 

Georgia grapes are becoming plentiful. 
Eight-pound boxes sell from 35 cents to 40. 


cents, with occasional choice boxes at 50. 


cents. 

A few nice pears known as Clapp’s Favorite 
are in the market. One-half bushel baskets 
sold wholesale in South Water street from 
$1 to $1.35. 

Michigan peaches are beginning to come in 
fair quantities, but August is the month to 
expect big receipts and low prices. The 
fancy one-fifth bushel baskets sell at 25 
cents. Texas free stones sell at 25 cents 
and 35 cents a basket, while those from Mis- 
sissippi sell at 20 cents. 

Good to choice blackberries can be sold 
from 6 cents to 8 cents a quart, and fair 
quality at 5 cents a quart. The supply of 
blueberries is immense, and the price is from 
6 cents to 8 cents a quart. Black raspber- 
ries are selling at 5 cents and 6 cents a quart. 
Red raspberries sell from 3 cents to 5 cents a 
pint box if the quality is right. 

Grocers complain that the demand for 
lemons is unusually slow considering how 
hot it is. The supply is plentiful in the 
wholesale markets, but nc rahe wr in the 
quality makes the lemons hard to keep and 
grocers are afraid to keep many on hand.

“There are many excellent ways of pre- 
paring calf’s brains, which at this season 
are unusually fine,” says the Twentieth 
Century Cookery. “ Let the brains stand in 
cold, water for an hour, wash well and re- 
move the membraneoug covering without in- 
juring the appearance of the brain. Putina 
saucepan and add a quart of water for each 
whole brain, half a teaspoonful of salt and 
two tablespoonfuls of white wine vinegar. 
Simmer half an hour and lift out the brains. 
Cook an ounce of butter in a frying pan until 
dark; pour out of the pan and in the same 
pan put half a pint of vinegar; simmer until 
reduced one-half, when add the set of 
brains.“ : 

Eggs brouillé—Peel two fresh mushrooms, 
cut in dice and fry for one minute in a table- 
spoonful of butter; have ready six beaten 
eggs with half a cupful of milk or cream. 
salt, pepper, and a little nutmeg; add to the 
mushrooms in the pan two tablespoonfuls of 
butter; turn in the eggs and stir until the 
mixture becomes thick and creamy, when 
pour over thin points of toast. 

A Japanese salad is composed of truffles 
and cold potatoes, both minced, with a glass 
of champagne and seasonings added: after 
two hours add ys casey, whole cooked mus- 
sels and minced chives and parsley. Mingle 
well and garnish with blanched lettuce and 
half a dogen fillets of anchovies. Mushrooms 
might be substituted for the truffles, tarra- 
gon and white wine vinegar for the cham- 
pagne, and herrings for the anchovies, and 
the result would be @ savory, if not 80 epi- 
curean, a salad. 

Blackberry pudding—Perhaps a boiled 
blackberry pudding, to be thoroughly appre- 
ciated, needs to be partaken of at the house 
of the good farmer’s wife, who has under- 
taken to give you fresh fruits, vegetables, 
milk, and butter. When you have sadly seen 
these luxuries resolve themselves into badly 
fried, freshly killed country meats, canned 
vegetables, and city eggs, and have on-some 
morning tramp through dewy lanes picked 
a quantity of berries which she has made 
into a pudding, you will be ready to declare a 
boiled blackberry pudding a dish fit for the 
gods. A-good recipe calls for a pint of mi 
four eggs, salt, a little grated nutmeg, an 
about three half pints of flour. The manner 
of mixing is somewhat peculiar. Whip the 
whites stiff, add the beaten yelks, then the 
milk and salt, and pour this mixture upon 
the flour, stirring vigorously. Add a quart 
of berrics dredged with flour, and steam 
two hours or bake one. Eat with a rich 
sauce.

FOUR MATCHES AT ONCE. 


CHAMPIONSHIP GAMES ON ADJOIN- 
ING COURTS NOVEL SPECTACLE, 


New Departure in Tennis Seen at the 
Kenwood Country Club—In West- 
ern Tournament — Many Matches 
Are Crowded Inte the Afternoon’s 
Work—Chase and McClellan Put Up 
the Most Interesting Contest of the 
Day in Doubles.

Wales Entertains in Behalf of the 
Queen at Buckingham. 

London, July 18.—The Prince and Princess 
of Wales, in behalf of the Queen, gave a 
garden party at Bugkingham Palace this 
afternoon in ‘honor of Princess Maud of 
Wales, who is to be married to Prince 
Charles of Denmark on Wednesday. The 
royal party arrived at 4:30 p. m. 

The state rooms of the palace were thrown 
open to the guests, of whom there were 
5,000, including the usual number of repre- 
sentatives of the British aristocracy, besides 
distinguished people from the various col- 
onies and from East India.

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VISIBLE SUPPLY GROWING 


SMALL INCREASE OFFSETS A LONG 


SERIES OF BULLISH STATISTICS. 


Greater by Six Million Bushels than a 
Year Ago—Heavy Decrease on Pas- 
sage and Light World’s Shipments 
to Europe—Shorts Started by Hot 
Weather—Decline from Call to Pat 

Price Corn a Weather Market— 
South Water Street Prices. 


The visible supply showing was by all odds 
the consideration of the day in wheat. Be- 
lievers in higher prices have derived but 
little satisfaction out of the visible figures 
for weeks, but an increase of 21,000 bu in- 
stead of a deérease of ten times that quan- 
tity the same week last year made the show- 
ing a decidedly bearish factor. At the be- 
ginning of the year the visible supply was 
less than that of the previous year by 18,- 
500,000 bu. The movement has been such 
‘this season that early in June this difference 
Was overcome, and since that time the vis- 
ible supply has been greater than for the 
same periods last year. The tot#? quantity 
in sight now is 47,220,000 bu, against 41,237,- 
6000 bu last year. In five weeks the decrease 
for this season has fallen behind that of last 
by nearly 6,000,000 bu, the showing being 
rounded out by an increase yesterday of 21,000 
bu, against a decrease of 2, 119, 000 bu the cor- 
responding date of 1895. Last year there 
Was an unbroken series of weekly decreases 
extending from January to September. The 
aggregate decrease so far this season is only 
. 22,788,000 bu, against 47,324,000 bu for the 
same period last season. The total quantity 
is within 6,000,000 bu of what it was in 1804. 
The statistical announcements were not all 
in line with the visible statement by any 
means. The quantity of wheat on passage

Geld Shipments Not Heavy. 

Gold shipments continue to be made, 
though not in alarming quantities, and the 
Treasury reserve has now gone down to less 
than 8100, 000,000. Sterling rates were a trifle 
firmer yesterday than on Saturday. It is 
said there will be some shipments of gold 
this week from New York, but they will not 
be extensive, and as a result there does not 
seem to be any marked disposition to buy 
exchange just now other than that needed 
for immediate requirements. Cotton will 
soon begin going across, and as the crop is 
said to be enormous it will not be long before 
cotton bills will make their appearance. The 
following telegram was received yesterday 
from New York: 

There appears to be evidence that those 
who would like to see the market lower are 
laying more stress upon the fact that the gold 
reserve is below $100,000,000 than upon any- 
thing else. A good deal of the talk of gold 
hoarding lately has come from people who 
are bearish on the market, and at the end of 
last week in these quarters important ex- 
ports of gold were predicted for this week. 
The statement of Mr. Zimmerman, published 
Saturday, to the effect that the demand 
for gold is not increasing, and that there is 
no evidence of any general hoarding move- 
ment, is important. Everybody knows it 
makes very little difference whether the 
Treasury reserve is $97,000,000. or $103,000,- 
000. The supposed sacred character of the 
$100,000,U00 line has long been destroyed. If 
there were anything like a genuine demand 
for gold for hoarding it would be found to 
reflect itself very decidedly in the exchange 
markets, where there has as yet been no sign 
of its existence, * 

Notwithstanding the robbery of the New 
York Biscuit company on Saturday by “ the 
long man and the short man the stock of 
that company held up well during yester- 
day’s trading. Biscuit opened at 92, ad- 
vancing to 92% in the account, with a sale 
of one share regular at 94. Diamond Match 
was strong, with an opening at 223%, from 
which it declined.to 223, that being the low 
quotation of the day. It advanced again to 
223%, which was the closing sale. 

West Chicago made a little show of 
strength, but not enough to make the stock- 
holders feel particularly happy. It opened 
at 101%, selling off to 100, which was the 
closing price for regular, account, and cash 
stock. City railway sold yesterday at 217, 
or two points better than the last sale record- 
ed. The trustees’ certificates of the Lake 
Street Elevated railroad continue in tittle 
demand. The first sale of these securities 
was made the middle of last week at 17%, 
It advanced on Saturday to 18, at which 
— a number of small sales were made.

price sales of 250 shares were made. 


Loop Will Affect “ L” Roads. 


Metropolitan Elevated stock yesterday 
sold at 17. Only two sales were made, one of 
50 shares and the other of 10 shares, at this 
figure. The loop litigation has helped to de- 
press the price of Metropolitan stock. There 
are only a few thousand shares of the stock 
now in the hands of outsiders, and the peo- 
ple who are at the head of the organization 
do not seem to care whether the price is 
maintained or not. When the loop matter is 
definitely settled, if it should be in favor of 
the elevated roads, it is likely to have a 
tendency to make the stock of the Metropol- 
itan and the Lake Street look cheap at pres- 
ent prices. So far as Alley L is con- 
cerned its stock will not be worth anything 
unless the bondholders see fit to let the’ 
stockholders come in under the reorganiza- 
tion. If they do not do so all equity in the 
property will cease with stockholders. The 
principal trouble with Alley “‘L“ stock, 
aside from the fact that the road is hopeless- 
ly involved, is that the siochholders had no 
organization and no one to make a fight for 
their interests.

jured. This was the verdict yesterday of 
the Coroner’s jury. 

James Grant, the engineer, and ‘William 
Doylon, the fireman, ‘of the wrecked excur- 
sion train were exonerated from all blame. 

Curious crowds leaning over the gray 
metal railing and gazing at five shrouded 
forms and white and bruised faces, across 
the narrow haliway fifty or sixty persons 
crowded into a small room and about the 


“desk where sat the Coroner and his deputy, 


occasionally a sob from some bowed head 
in the little room—such was the scene at the 
Cook County morgue yesterday afternoon 


when Deputy Coroner Buckley rapped for 


order and the inquest on the bodies of the 
victims of Sunday night's Wisconsin Cen-

View the Grewsome Spectacle. 

For over two hours during the afternoon 
before: the gdnquest began men and women 
and occasio y a child mounted the stone 
atairs of morgue and passed in a line 
before the wsome spectacle of the dead 
that lay u the glass covers in the dark- 
ened room Une relatives of the victims 
had, with a few exceptions, met their dead 
alone during the morning hours, and it was 
only when a friend or acquaintance was 
recognized in spite of the grinding of the 
fiesh- and the wounds made by the cruel 
wood and iron that the scenes among the 
visitors became pathetic, and the merely 
curious felt a desire to rush from the room. 

As far as the testimony taken at the in- 
quest showed yesterday, the direct cause of 
the accident is as much in the dark as it was 
an hour after the accident happened. Both

swore on the stand that the signals were ali 
right,.and the operator that he had put the 
switch in the proper position. Only one man 
could have tampered with the switch after

His name and address are unknown. He 
was in the telegraph office with the opera- 
tor, where the switch is handled, when tho 
wreck occurred, or at least just before, and 
after the operator had set the switch. 
Point of the Frog Broken Off. 
The only explanation of the cause of the 
disaster that can be arrived at at present is 
the finding of about two inches of the 
point of the steel frog at the switch broken 
off. Whether this was done at the time of 
the collision or by the north-bound train 
which left Altenheim a short time before the 
accident will probably never be found out. 
With three train crews present at the time 
of the collision and hundreds of spectators 
standing about the switch, some of whom 
must have noticed the color of the light on 
the switch, it seems strange that the only 
persons who knew anything about the acci-. 
dent to be examined at the inquest yester- 
day should be the operator who was respon- 
gible for the placing of the signals and the 
engineer and fireman, whose duty it was to 
interpret them. Neither of the two con- 


ductors or the brakemen or firemen belong- | 


ing to the other two trains were present, al- 


though it is likely they were on the ground 


and in sight of the switch light before and at 
the time of the collision. 

Coroner McHale gave as the reason for the 
lack of witnesses the difficulty of procuring 
thein.
